MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Jerry Ambrose, Executive Assistant to the Mayor, said Happy New Year 
to everyone and congratulated the newest members of City Council. He 
stated that Mayor Bernero looks forward to working with all of them in 
the year ahead to keep the momentum going and to transform Lansing 
into one of the great Midwestern capital cities. He also congratulated 
the new officers, President Brian Jeflries and Vice President Quinney 
and said that both will give their best efforts to make Lansing the best 
City it can be. He spoke about snow plowing and how our Public 
Service Department did an excellent job following the major storm that 
dumped eight inches of snow on our streets over the New Year's 
holiday.

Unlike private property 
owners who have a small section of sidewalk to clear, the city has many 
miles of sidewalks to maintain and, like our streets, it takes time to get 
themcleared. Ifwe all work together, we can get the job done and deal 
effectively and efficiently with the inevitable consequences of the winter 
snow season in Michigan

100th Anniversary and service to the Greater Lansing Area 


Jerry Ambrose, Executive Assistant to Mayor Bernero, read the following 
Proclamation on behalf of Mayor Bernero: 


WHEREAS: | am honored to join the distinguished Alpha Kappa Alpha 
(AKA) sorority's Lansing Chapter, Delta Tau Omega (DTO) in 
commemorating the 100th anniversary of their parent organization 
(AKA); and 


WHEREAS: Great Lakes Regional Director, Ruth Marie Thomas, 
chartered Delta Tau Omega Chapter on December 17, 1947 in Lansing, 
and has since pursued their creed of “Legacy of Sisterhood and Service” 
through many virtuous community service acts; and

MAYOR’S COMMENTS 


Jerry Ambrose, Executive Assistant to Mayor Bernero spoke about two 
public hearings on tonight's agenda that will move us one step closer to 
realizing two major new development projects in the City of Lansing 
One is the redevelopment ofthe historic Ottawa Street Power Station by 
the Accident Fund Insurance Company of America. This project 
represents public and private investmentin excess of $180 million that, 
will retain more than 600 jobs in Lansing and create hundreds more. The 
second public hearing is for the sale of City Parking Lot 49, located at 
509 E. Kalamazoo Street, for the construction of the Kalamazoo 
Gateway project. This is a four-story, mixed-use residential and 
commercial development by Gene Townsend, who also built the 
successful Printer’s Row project on South Grand Avenue. This project 
will create a vibrant new gateway to our downtown at the nexus of the 
Kalamazoo and Cedar Street corridors. Mr. Ambrose stated that last 
week he and our economic development team gathered at the offices of 
the Michigan Department of Management and Budgetto finalize the sale 
of the so-called Ottawa Parcel — nearly 5 acres of land just west of the 
State Capitol Building that will be the site of another major new 
residential development. He stated that this afternoon hejoinedwith the 
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students and staff at Gier Park Elementary, as well as Lansing 
School Superintendent Dr. T.C. Wallace, to celebrate the donation of 
$10,000 by Blue Cross Blue Shield of Michigan for the improvement 
of the running track at the school. He thanked Blue Cross Blue Shield 
for their generous support of our schools and their commitment to 
building a healthier community right here in Lansing

WHEREAS, the Ottawa Street Power Station has sat as a vacant 
building in a strategically located area along the waterfront of the City of 
Lansing for over two decades while City officials attempted to seek 
alternative uses for the Power Station building and adjacent property 
(the “City Property’); and 


WHEREAS, on August 2, 2005, the voters of the City of Lansing 
approved a ballot question that authorized the sale of that portion of the 
Power Station building that is within twenty five feet of the Grand River 
in compliance with Section 8-403.6 of the Lansing City Charter and 
Section 208.10(a) of the Lansing Code of Ordinances so that the Power 
Station building and adjacent property could be feasibly redeveloped; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Christman Capital Development Company, on behalf of 
a Michigan limited liability company to be formed for the purpose of 
redeveloping the Power Station building and adjacent property 
(collectively, “Christman"), has negotiated a proposed Property 
Purchase and Development Agreement (the "Development Agreement”) 
with the City of Lansing, its Board of Water and Light, and the Lansing 
Economic Development Corporation, and such Development Agreement 
has been filed with the City Clerk thirty days in advance of a public 
hearing held on January 14, 2008 for the consideration of the sale of the 
City Property and the execution of the Development Agreement; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed Development Agreement contemplates the 
redevelopment of the historic Ottawa Power Station, a decommissioned 
electric power generation facility and the surrounding properties, into 
Class Aoffice space to be leased on a long-term basis by Accident Fund 
Insurance Company of America for use as a new national corporate 
headquarters campus and, broadly, entails the following components: 


(1) Environmental remediation of site and building 
contamination, and demolition of two existing buildings 
to the north of the power plant; 

(2) Development of the approximately seven acre site, 
including a 25-foot wide public "linear" park along the 
Grand River's edge, from Wentworth Park to 
Shiawassee Street, to be owned by the city of Lansing; 
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(3) Removal of an existing 10,000 ton chilled water plant 
andhigh-pressure steam distribution facility currently 
situated within the power plant, and development of 
replacement facilities, at new offsite locations, to 
maintain utility services; 

(4) Removal of an existing parking deck expansion 
currently spanning Grand Avenue and partially 
occupying the southwest comer of the proposed site; 

(5) Renovation of the historic Ottawa plant, including 
comprehensive structural reconfiguration and 
abatement, to provide approximately 185,000 GSF of 
office space and 34,000 GSF of basement parking: 

(6) Development of an approximately 105,000 GSF 
building addition, designed to complement the historic 
power plant, with additional office space to house 400 
employees and a central energy plant; 

(7) Purchase and installation of partitions, furniture, and 
other office equipment required for the corporate 
operations to be housed in the facility; 

(8) Development of technology and communications 
infrastructure, including data center facilities; 

(9) Development, for either city of Lansing or private 
ownership, of an approximately 1,000 to 1,200 car 
parking deck, for use by Accident Fund employees 
and for potential public parking; and 


WHEREAS, on January 8, 2008, the Planning Board conducted a 
public hearing and Act 285 review of the proposed Development 
Agreement as Act 20-2007, voted unanimously (6-0) in favor of the 
proposal, and made the following findings as to the projected 
benefits of the project:

THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY met on Tuesday, February 
5, 2008 and received an update from Chief Mark Alley and radio 
technician Jeff Kludy on the Ingham County 911 Radio System. The 
Lansing Police Department has been testing new software for the 
radios which has been developed by M/A/-COM after the system 
engineer discovered that the radio software was causing a number of 
problems with the radios missing calls or dropping radio 
transmissions. The new radio software was developed using the data 
that WA/-COM was able to gather from a latency test unit used to 
evaluate the system and determine what was causing the recurring 
problem of late entered, missed calls, and dropped calls on the new 
Ingham County EDACS radio system 


On January 14, 2008, new radio software was installed on 
approximately twenty Lansing Police Department portable and car 
radios for testing. Officers used tracking sheets during their shift to 
gather data on how many times per shift they were experiencing 
problems of any kind with their car radio or portable radio. The 
testing and data tracking was done over the course of one week and 
ultimately determined that the radio software was showing 
consistently better results 


There have been changes tothe antennas at the Board of Water and 
Light site which have increased the signal on the ground in Lansing 
resulting in increased coverage in some areas 


The antenna installed in the southwest sector of the City to increase 
the signal did not perform as expected. Ingham County has been 
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meeting with representatives from M/A/-COM and it was determined 
additional equipment needed to be installed at the location of the new 
antenna. This would increase the signal on the ground and in building 
that are now considered dead spots within the south end of Lansing 
The installation of this equipment would take approximately 90-days. 
Currently in this area two officers are patrolling together in police 
vehicles to assure their safety and the publics until this matter is 
resolved 


The Committee will continue to monitor this issue to ensure the safety of 
the Lansing Police Department and the public in general

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Bernero spoke extensively about the Administration's position 
regarding the Lansing Boat Club. He stated that shortly after taking 
office as mayor, he announced a new initiative called Grand Vision. The 
goal of Grand Vision is to correct one ofthe most significant errors in the 
historic planning and development of Lansing — the fact that we turned 
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our back on one of our greatest assets: the Grand River. For years, 
the Lansing Boat Club has occupied this public riverfront through a 
series of temporary leases with the City of Lansing. And for years, the 
Lansing Boat Club has passed down memberships and docking 
rights to subsequent generations. He said that although this is public 
park property, this is a private membership club. Andwhile we all own 
this parkland, only a few of us are allowed to own a docking slip. He 
stated that when he took office, he issued a challenge to each ofus— 
that by working together, we couldtake Lansing from good to great. 
He issued that same challenge for Grand River Park. Rather than a 
small, private club that benefits the few at the expense of the many, 
He envisioned a truly public, truly first-class marina for the good ofall 


President Jeffries recessed the Council Meeting 7:16 pm. due to an 
emergency alarm in CityHall.89 


President Jeffries called the Council back to order at 7:27 pm 
Councilmember Quinney left the meeting at 7:27 p.m 


Mayor Bernero continued with his comments by stating that Grand 
River Park was a gift to the City of Lansing by the legendary 
automobile pioneer R. E. Olds. Contrary to the claims made by some, 
he did not donate the land to the Lansing Boat Club for use as a 
private club. It was a gift to the City of Lansing for use as a public 
park. He spoke about the reasons for the lease proposed for the 
Lansing Boat Club and the terms of the lease. A one-year lease 
allows the Boat Club to remain in their current location with their 
current facilities and it allows the City to move forward with our plans 
to enhance the recreational facilities at Grand River Park for the 
benefit of the owners of that park — the people of Lansing. He stated 
that like every Lansing resident who has occasion to drive on our 
roads, he is extremely frustrated by the rising number of potholes on 
our city streets. He said that fixing potholes in the winter time isalsoa 
frustrating business. The material used is called “cold patch’. It is an 
asphalt-based material that can be used in cold weather, but it does 
not have anywhere near the durability or permanence of a “hot” 
asphalt patch. Hot asphalt can only be used when the temperature 
reaches 40 degrees or more. He mentioned that this past weekend 
our Department of Human Relations and Community Services, in 
conjunction with the American Red Cross Food Distribution Program, 
held our first ever Mobile Food Pantry. He spoke about a referral on 
tonight's agenda from his office about an exciting new plan to 
redevelop the Cedar Street School in Old Town, which has been 
vacant for nearly two decades. He also spoke about a referral from 
his office regarding the Act 285 review for the acquisition of the 
Center for the Arts property at 425 S. Grand in downtown Lansing

$525 (Outside City Limits with additional hours of use increasing from 
$75 (City Limits) and $125 (Outside City Limits) to $100 (City Limits) 
and $150 (Outside City Limits). These fee increases remain lower 
than competitor's rates. Therefore, the Committee recommends 
approval of the proposed Special Recreational Fees tothe Waysand 
Means Committee.

* Authorization of sale of bonds to Michigan Municipal Bond 
Authority. 


PREAMBLE: 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission has 
issueda Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System Permit No. MI 0023400 (the “NPDES Permit”) 
requiring the City of Lansing (the “City") to develop a final Combined 
Sewer Overflow Control Program (the “CSO Control Program’) to be 
submitted to the State of Michigan acting through its Department of 
Natural Resources (subsequently restructured and renamed the 
Department of Environmental Quality and collectively hereafter referred 
toas the "DEQ’) for approval; and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, DEQ, 
acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality Division, has 
approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the Cityin compliance 
with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of Michigan 
1994 ("Act 451”) enables a city to issue and sell bonds to finance 
construction of improvements required by a permitissuedby the State of 
Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 
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WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize the 
issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more series 
pursuant to Act 451 in an amount not to exceed Thirty One Million 
and 00/100 Dollars ($31,000,000) for the purpose of financing the 
sewer improvements associated with Subareas 013 Northeast, 018 
Southwest, 045, 0344 and the 2008 Downtown Projects 
improvements and necessary wastewater treatment plant 
improvements (the "Improvements’), included in Phase IV, Segment 
5 of the Combined Sewer Overflow Improvements Project Plan 
required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and submitted for 
approval by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council previously approveda Notice of Intent to 
Issue Bonds for Public Service Department Combined Sewer 
Overflow Project Resolution (the “Notice”), which, in compliance with 
the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, Act 
279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended ("Act 279’), required 
the City Clerk to cause to be published, on Wednesday, December 5, 
2007, in City Pulse, a newspaper of general circulation within the 
City, an official notice to electors and taxpayers ofthe City of Lansing 
of intent to issue bonds (the “Notice of Intent") which describes the 
bonds to be issued to finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, Act 34 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as 
amended, permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations which 
shall be contained in the authorization resolution of the governing 
body, an authorized officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for 
obligations, and to approve interest rates or methods for fixing 
interest rates, prices, discounts, maturities, principal amounts, 
denominations dates of issuance, interest paymentdates, redemption 
rights, place of delivery and payment, and other matters and 
procedures necessary to complete the authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED THAT: 


1 The Improvements. Pursuant to the CSO Control 
Program approved by DEQ in accordance with the NPDES 
Permit, the City shall acquire and construct the 
Improvements. The estimated period of usefulness of the 
Improvements is not less than forty (40) years 


2 Authorized Officers. The term “Authorized Officer” as 
used in this Resolution shall refer to any one of the 
following city officers: the Finance Director, the Chief of 
Staff, the Director of Public Service, the Mayor, or the City 
Clerk. 


3. Authorization of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City 
designated “Combined Sewer Overflow Limited Tax 
General Obligation Bond (Phase IV, Segment 5) Series 
2008" (the “Bond’), with such changes in name as may be 
deemed appropriate by an Authorized Officer so long as 
such changes are not misleading, is authorized to be 
issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the costs of 
the Improvements, including costs incidental to the 
issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond. In the event the 
Bond is to be issued simultaneously with another bond 
being issued to the Authority for similar improvements 
under the CSO Control Program, each Authorized Officer 
is authorized to have prepared a single bond and related 
documentation evidencing the obligation approved under 
this resolution and any other similar resolution of the City 
Council, in an aggregate maximum principal amount not to 
exceed the maximum principal amount authorized under 
this resolution and such other resolution of the City 
Council 


4. Bond Details. The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum not to exceed Thirty One Million and No/100 
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Dollars ($31,000,000) or such lesser amount as shall be 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale (the 
“Principal Amount’) and approved by the DEQ and the 
Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the “Authority’), pursuant 
to the Notice of Intent. 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of 
Appendix A, with such modifications as may be necessary to 
reflect changes in Bond terms or details determined by an 
Authorized Officer at or prior to the time of sale pursuant to 
authority granted by this Resolution. The Authorized Officer 
shall have the authority to make such changes in the form of 
Bond as shall be requested by the Authority, deemed 
reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not in conflict with 
the law or provisions of this Resolution. The Bond shall be in 
the form of a single fully-registered, nonconvertible, non- 
chargeable Bond of the denomination of the Principal 
Amount, dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, or such 
other date as may be determined by an Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and 
the Authority 


The Bond shall be payable in serial principal installments on 
October 1 of each year beginning October 1, 2009, or on such 
other dates as may be determined byan Authorized Officer at 
the time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and 
the Authority. The schedule of serial principal installments 
shall be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of 
sale of the Bond and approved by DEQ and the Authority. 
Interest on the Bond will be payable as provided under 
Section 5, on April 1, 2008, and semiannually thereafter on 
April 1 of and October 1 of each year until maturity or earlier 
prepayment of said installment, or on such other dates as 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of the sale of 
the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. 


The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be 
subject to prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at 
the times as provided in the form of Bond contained in this 
Resolution or as determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the 
Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the 
Principal Amount and the dates and amounts of principal 
installments, shall be evidenced by execution of the purchase 
contract to be executed between the City and the Authority as 
described below. 


Sale of Bond, Calculation of Repayment Obligations. The 
City shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an 


interest rate of not to exceed two and one-half percent 
(2.50%) per annum. The Bond shall be delivered in 
accordance with the delivery instructions of the Authority 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one 
lump sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal 
installments of the Bond (the “Purchased Principal 
Installments’) from the Authority as such purchases are 
approved by the DEQ. These Purchased Principal 
Installments shall be deemed to correspond to the serial 
principal installments contained in the Bond in direct 
chronological order of said serial principal installments. The 
City shall have no obligation to repay any serial principal 
installments for which the City did not receive proceeds from 
corresponding Purchased Principal Installments of at least a 
like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. In the event less than the 
Principal Amount of the Bond is purchased by the Authority, 
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any portion of the Principal Amount is prepaid as provided 
below, or any serial principal payment becomes due before 
the City has received proceeds from corresponding 
Purchased Principal Installments of at least a like amount, 
then the Authority may prepare a new serial principal 
installment repayment schedule acceptable to the City. 


Bond Register, Record of Payments. The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the Finance 
Director. The Finance Director shall record on the bond 
register payment by the City of each installment of principal 
or interest or both when made and the canceled checks or 
other records evidencing such payments shall be returned 
to and retained by the Finance Director and shall be 
conclusive evidence of such payments and the obligation 
of the City with respect to such payments shall be 
discharged to the extent of such payments 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of 
and interest on the Bond, the Authority shall deliver the 
Bond to the City for cancellation 


Execution and Delivery. The Bond shall be executed in 
the name of the City with the manual or facsimile 
signatures of the Mayor and the Clerk of the City (provided 
that at least one of the signatures on the Bond shall be a 
manual signature) and shall have the seal of the City, ora 
facsimile thereof, printed or impressed on the Bond. After 
execution, the Bond shall be delivered to the Authority by 
the Finance Director or his designee 


LTGO Nature of Bond. The Bondis anticipated to be paid 
from funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose 
such as revenues derived from the operation of the City's 
sewage disposal system, and ad valorem taxes pursuant 
toa pledge of the City’s limited tax full faith and credit. The 
Bond shall be a limited tax general obligation of the City. 
As such, it shall be payable as a first budget obligation 
from the general fund of the City and from taxes imposed 
on all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations 
Commencing with the year 2008, there shall be levied 
upon the tax rolls of the City in the manner required by law, 
an amount such that the estimated collection therefrom will 
be sufficient to promptly pay, when due, the principal of 
and interest on the Bond becoming due prior to the next 
annual tax levy; provided, however, that if at the time of 
making any such annual tax levy there shall be other 
monies to make the required payments on the Bond, then 
the City shall take such monies into account in determining 
such annual levy 


Debt Retirement Payments. The Finance Director is 
authorized and directed to open a separate depositary 


account with a bank or trust company to be designated 
CSO Debt Retirement Fund (the “Debt Retirement Fund’), 
the moneys to be deposited into the Debt Retirement Fund 
to be specifically earmarked and used solely for the 
purpose of paying principal of and interest on the Bond 
and additional future series of bonds issued by the City for 
the purposes of completing construction of the 
Improvements as such principal and interest become due 
The Finance Director is further authorized and directed to 
pay, or cause to be paid, from the Debit Retirement Fund 
or other available funds, all payments of principal, if any, 
andinterest on the Bond to the Authority's depository, or in 
the event the Authority is no longer the owner of the Bond, 
to the owner of the Bond, in accordance with the 
requirements ofthe Bond. The Debt Retirement Fund may 
be pooled or combined with the other debt retirement 
funds for issues of bonds of like character as provided by

the Revised Municipal Finance Act, Act 34, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 2001, as amended, or other state law. 


Construction Fund. The proceeds of the Bond and the prior 
Series of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of 
completing construction of the Improvements and no other 
moneys shall be deposited in a fund designated as the CSO 
Limited Tax General Obligation Bond Construction Fund (the 
“Construction Fund’). Said moneys shall be used solely for 
the purposes for which the Bond, and other bonds issued for 
the CSO Control Program, are issued. Any unexpended 
balance of the proceeds of the sale of the Bond remaining 
after completion of the Improvements herein authorized may 
be used at the discretion of the Director of Public Service or 
the Interim Director of Public Service for further Improvements 
included in the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES 
Permit. Any remaining balance after such expenditure shall 
be used for the prepayment of installments of the Bond or the 
purchase of installments of the Bond at not more than the fair 
market value thereof. 


The appropriation of moneys for “eligible” (not to exceed the 
maximum Principal Amount of the Bond) and “ineligible” costs 
of the Improvements (as those terms are defined by the 
Authority and DEQ) is hereby approved. Said moneys shall 
be used solely for the purposes of making Improvements 
included in the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES 
Permit, and ancillary related expenses. After completion of 
the Improvements and disposition of remaining proceeds, if 
any, of the Bond pursuant to the provisions of this section, the 
Construction Fund may be closed 


Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event 
any Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor 


and the City Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and 
deliver a new Bond having a number not then outstanding, of 
like date, maturity and denomination as that mutilated, lost, 
stolen or destroyed. In the case of a mutilated Bond, a 
replacement Bond shall not be delivered unless and until such 
mutilated Bond is surrendered to the City. 


In the case ofa lost, stolen or destroyed Bond a replacement 
Bond shall not be delivered unless and until the City shall 
have received such proof of ownership and loss and 
indemnity as they determine to be sufficient, which shall 
consist at least of (i) a lost instrument Bond for principal and 
interest remaining unpaid on the lost, stolen or destroyed 
Bond; (ii) an affidavit of the registered owner (or his or her 
attorney) setting forth ownership of the Bond lost, stolen or 
destroyed and the circumstances under which it was lost, 
stolen or destroyed; (iii) the agreement of the owner of the 
Bond (or his or her attorney) to fully indemnify the city against 
loss due to the lost, stolen or destroyed Bond and the 
issuance of any replacement bond in connection therewith; 
and (iv) the agreement of the owner of the Bond (or his or her 
attorney) to pay all expenses of the City in connection with the 
replacement, including the transfer and exchange costs which 
otherwise would be paid by the City 


Arbitrage and Tax Covenants. The City hereby covenants 
frat Totnes extent partied By law. it shall take all actions 
within its control necessary to maintain the exclusion of the 
interest on the Bond from adjusted gross income for general 
federal income tax purposes under the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code’), including but not 
limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage earnings, 
if applicable, and the expenditure and investment of Bond 
proceeds and moneys deemed to be Bond proceeds 


Approval of Documents. The proposed form of Purchase 
Contract between the City and the Authority (the "Purchase 
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Contract’), the proposed form of Issuer's Certificate to be 
executed by the City (the “Issuer's Certificate") and the 
proposed form of Supplemental Agreement among the 
City, the Authority and the DEQ (the “Supplemental 
Agreement”) on file with the City Clerk are hereby 
approved. The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or 
severally authorized to execute and deliver the Purchase 
Contract, the Issuer's Certificate, and the Supplemental 
Agreement upon completion, in the forms approved hereby 
with such revisions as they may determine tobe necessary 
or desirable, permitted by law, and not materially adverse 
to the City 


14. General_Authority for Authorized Officers, The 
Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or severally 


authorized to take any actions necessary to comply with 
requirements of the Authority and DEQ in connection with 
sale of the Bond to the Authority, including the 
administrative appropriation and transfer of funds related 
tothe Bonds, The Authorized Officers are hereby jointly or 
severally authorized to execute and deliver such other 
certificates, documents, instruments, and other papers as 
may be required by the Authority or DEQ or as may be 
otherwise necessary or convenient to effect the delivery of 
the Bond as set forth above. 


15. Conflicting Resolutions. All resolutions and parts of 
Tesolutions insofar as they conflict with the provisions of 
this resolution are rescinded

PREAMBLE: 


WHEREAS . the City Council of the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham 
and Eaton, Michigan (the “City’) does hereby determine that it is 
necessary to make major and local street improvements including, but 
not limited to, replacement of the street surface and related installation 
of storm sewer, concrete curb, and sidewalks including the reopening of 
the two hundred and three hundred blocks of North Washington Avenue 
and street improvements related to the City’s current combined sewer 
separation project (the “Improvements’); and 


WHEREAS, to finance part of the cost of the Improvements, the City 
Council determines that it is necessary to borrow money and issue 
bonds therefor as authorized by the provisions of Act 175, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1952, as amended (“Act 175”); and 


WHEREAS, the portion of the cost of the Improvements to be paid from 
bond proceeds is estimated to be $3,500,000; and 


WHEREAS, the Improvements are in accordance with the purposes

1 Authorization of Bond Issuance. The City Council hereby 
determines to borrow the sum of not to exceed Three Million Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($3,500,000) and to issue bonds of the City 
pursuant to the provisions of Act 175, to be designated as the 
MICHIGAN TRANSPORTATION FUND BONDS, SERIES 2008 
(LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION) (the “Bonds’), for the purpose 
of providing funds to pay part of the cost of the Improvements. The 
Finance Director or, in his absence, the Treasurer and the Chief of Staff 
(each an “Authorized Officer’) is authorized to reduce the principal

The principal amount of Bonds issued is limited so that the annual

PREAMBLE 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham 
and Eaton, Michigan (the “City’) has adopted a Resolution authorizing 
issuance ofthe City’s Michigan Transportation Fund Bonds, Series 2008 
(Limited Tax General Obligation) in a principal amount not to exceed 
$3,500,000 (the “Bonds” pursuant to the provisions of Act 175, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1952, as amended (‘Act 175°) for the purpose of 
making major and local street improvements (the “Improvements"); and 


WHEREAS, the cost of the Improvements to be financed with proceeds 
of the Bonds is estimated to be $3,500,000; and 


WHEREAS, Section 315 of Act No. 34, Public Acts of Michigan, 2004, 
as amended ("Act 34”) permits a municipality to authorize, within 
limitations which shall be contained in the authorization resolution of the 
governing body, an officer of the municipality to sell, deliver, and receive 
Payment for municipal securities and to approve interest rates, prices, 
discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, and other matters 
and procedures necessary to complete the transactions authorized; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council determines that it is necessaryto authorize 
the City Finance Director or, in his absence, the City Treasurer and the 
Chief of Staff (each an “Authorized Officer”) to sell the Bonds and to 
approve interest rates, prices, discounts, redemption rights, place of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures necessary to 
complete sale and delivery of the Bonds, within limitations contained in 
this authorization resolution 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1 Method of Sale; Sale to the Michigan Municipal Bond 
Authority’or Public Sale- the Adihovized licen sauhoraetoscieat Public Sale. The Authorized Officer is authorized to select 
the method of sale of the Bonds, as shall be determined to be in the best 
interest of the City and not in conflict with the limitations set forth in this 
resolution. If the timing of the sale is compatible with the timing of the 
Michigan Municipal Bond Authority's (the “Authority’) local government 
loan program, and the Authority's credit requirements are attractive to 
the City as determined by the Authorized Officer, the Bonds shall be 
sold on a negotiated basis to the Authority based upon the historical 
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performance of the Authority's local government loan program 
whereby competitive interest rates and reduced costs of issuance are 
obtained by pooling several participating municipalities in one or more 
series of bonds. Alternatively, the Authorized Officer may determine 
to sell the Bonds by competitive or negotiated sale with a financial 
institution. If the Bonds are sold by competitive sale the following 
shall apply 


The Authorized Officer is hereby directed to determine the final 
principal amount of the Bonds and the final maturity schedule 
therefor, and to fix the date and time for sale of the Bonds, and 
arrange for publication of the Notice of Sale in The Bond Buyer, New 
York, New York, or such other newspaper as may be permittedunder 
the provisions of Act 34. The Notice of Sale is hereby approved in 
substantially the following form with such insertions, deletions and 
corrections as shall be determined by the Authorized Officer in 
consultation with the City’s bond counsel, including the final maturity 
schedule for the Bonds and the date of the Bonds:

INTEREST RATE AND BIDDING DETAILS: The bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate or rates not exceeding 6.00% per annum, to be fixed by 
the bids therefor, expressed in multiples of 1/8 or 1/20 of 1%, or both 
The interest on any one bond shall be at one rate only and all bonds 
maturing in any one year must carry the same interest rate. The 
difference between the highest and lowest interest rate on the bonds 
shall not exceed three percent (3%) per annum.

BOOK ENTRY ONLY: The bonds will be issued in book entry only form 
as one fully registered bond per maturity and will be registered in the 
name of Cede & Co., a3 bondholder and nominee for The Depository 
Trust Company (“DTC”), New York, New York. DTCwill act as securities 
depository for the bonds. Purchase of the bonds will be made in book 
entry only form, in the denomination of $5,000 or any integral multiple 
thereof. Purchasers will not receive certificates representing their 
interest in bonds purchased. The book entry only system is described 
further in the preliminary Official Statement for the bonds. It will be the 
responsibility of the purchaser to obtain DTC eligibility. Failure of the 
purchaser to obtain DTC eligibility shall not constitute cause for a failure 
or refusal by the purchaser to accept delivery of and pay for the bonds 


TRANSFER AGENT AND REGISTRATION: Principal shall be payable 
at the designated office of a transfer agent to be designated by the City. 
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As long as The Depository Trust Company or its nominee, Cede & 
Co., is the bondholder, payments will be made directly to DTC 
Disbursement of such payments to the DTC Participants is the 
responsibility of DTC and disbursement of such payments to the 
beneficial owners of the bonds is the responsibility of the DTC 
Participants and Indirect Participants as described in the preliminary 
Official Statement for the bonds. Interest shall be paid by check or 
draft mailed to the registered owner of record as shown on the 
registration books kept by the transfer agent as ofthe 15th day of the 
month prior to an interest payment date. The bonds will be 
transferred only upon the registration books of the City kept by the 
transfer agent 


PURPOSE AND SECURITY: The bonds are to be issued pursuantto 
the provisions of Act 175, Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, as 
amended, for the purpose of defraying part of the cost of constructing 
street improvements in the City, and are issued in anticipation of 
Michigan Transportation Fund payments from the State of Michigan 
to be received by the City. The bonds, however, are not general 
obligations of the State of Michigan. The bonds will pledge the limited 
tax full faith and credit of the City as additional security for payments 
of the principal and interest thereon. If the payments from the 
Michigan Transportation Fund are insufficient to pay the principal of 
andinterest on the bonds andthe outstanding bonds, thentheCityis 
obligated to make such payments as a first budget obligation fromits 
general funds, including any collections of ad valorem taxesit maybe 
authorized to levy, but the ability of the City to levy such taxes is 
subject to constitutional, statutory and charter limitations. The City 
has the right to issue additional bonds payable from Michigan 
Transportation Fund payments within the limitations prescribed by 
law. The rights or remedies of bondholders may be affected by 
bankruptcy, insolvency, fraudulent conveyance or other laws affecting 
creditors’ rights generally, now existing or hereafter enacted, and by 
the application of general principles of equity including those relating 
to equitable subordination 


GOOD FAITH: A certified or cashier's check drawn upon an 
incorporated bank or trust company or a Financial Surety Bond in the 
amount of $50,000 and payable to the order of the City Treasurer is 
required for each bid as a guarantee of good faith on the part of the 
bidder, to be forfeited as a portion of the City’s damages if such bid 
be accepted and the bidder fails to take up and pay for the bonds. Ifa 
check is used, it must accompany each bid. If a Financial Surety 
Bond is used, it must be from an insurance company licensed to 
issue such a bond in the State of Michigan and such bond must be 
submitted to the City's Financial Consultant prior to the opening of the 
bids. The Financial Surety Bond must identify each bidder whose 
good faith deposit is guaranteed by such Financial Surety Bond. Ifthe 
bonds are awarded toa bidder utilizing a Financial Surety Bond, then 
that purchaser (the “Purchaser’) is required to submit its good faith 
deposit to the City in the form of a cashier's check (or wire transfer 
such amount as instructed by the City or its Financial Consultant) not 
later than Noon, prevailing Eastern Time, on the next business day 
following the award. If such good faith deposit is not received by that 
time, the Financial Surety Bond may be drawn by the City to satisfy 
the good faith deposit requirement. The good faith deposit will be 
applied to the purchase price of the bonds. In the event the 
Purchaser fails to honor its accepted bid, the good faith deposit will 
be retained by the City. No interest shall be allowed on the good faith 
check and checks of the unsuccessful bidders will be returned to 
each bidder's representative or by mail. The good faith check of the 
successful bidder will be cashed and payment for the balance of the 
purchase price of the bonds shall be made at the closing 


TAX MATTERS: In the opinion of bond counsel, assuming 
compliance with certain covenants, interest on the bonds is excluded 
from gross income for federal income tax purposes as described in 
the opinion, and the bonds and interest thereon are exempt from all 
taxation in the State of Michigan except inheritance and estate taxes 
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andtaxes on gains realized from the sale, payment or other disposition 
thereof. 


ISSUE PRICE CERTIFICATE: Within 24 hours of the sale, the 
successful bidder will be required to furnish a certificate in form 
acceptable to bond counsel as to the “issue price” of the bonds within 
the meaning of Sections 1273 and 148 of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986, as amended. 


NOT QUALIFIED TAX EXEMPT OBLIGATIONS: The City has NOT 
designated the bonds as “qualified tax exempt obligations” for purposes 
of deduction of interest expense by financial institutions. 


LEGAL OPINION: Bids shall be conditioned upon the approving opinion 
of Dykema Gossett PLLC, attorneys of Lansing and Detroit, Michigan 
The opinion will be furnished without expense to the purchaser of the 
bonds at the delivery thereof. The fees of Dykema Gossett PLLC, for 
services rendered in connection with such approving opinion are 
expected to be paid from bond proceeds. Except tothe extent necessary 
to issue its approving opinion as to the validity of the above bonds, 
Dykema Gossett PLLC has not been requested to examine or review 
and has not examined or reviewed any financial documents, statements 
or materials that have been or may be furnished in connection with the 
authorization, issuance or marketing of the bonds, and accordingly will 
not express any opinion with respect to the accuracy or completeness of 
any such financial documents, statements or materials. In submitting a 
bid for the Bonds, the bidder agrees to the representation of the City by 
Dykema Gossett PLLC, as bond counsel 


DELIVERY OF BONDS: The City will furnish executed bonds at its 
expense. Bonds will be delivered without expense to the purchaser at 
DTC in New York, New York or such other place as may be mutually 
agreed upon. The usual closing documents, including a certificate that 
no litigation is pending affecting the issuance of the bonds, will be 
delivered at the time of delivery of the bonds. If the bonds are not 
tendered for delivery by twelve o'clock noon, prevailing Eastem Time, on 
the 45th day following the date of sale, or the first business day 
thereafter if said 45th day is not a business day, the successful bidder 
may on that day, or any time thereafter until delivery of the bonds, 
withdraw its proposal by serving notice of cancellation, in writing, on the 
undersignedin which event the City shall promptly return the good faith 
deposit. Payment for the bonds shall be made in immediately available 
funds. Accrued interest to the date of delivery of the bonds shall be paid 
by the purchaser at the time of delivery 


BOND INSURANCE AT PURCHASER'S OPTION: If the bonds qualify 
for issuance of any policy of municipal bond insurance or commitment 
therefor at the option of the bidder/purchaser, the purchase of any such 
insurance policy or the issuance of any such commitment shall be at the 
option and expense of the purchaser of the bonds. Any increased costs 
of issuance of the bonds resulting from such purchase of insurance shall 
be paid by the purchaser, except that, if the City has requested and 
received a rating on the bonds from a rating agency, the City will pay for 
the requested rating. Any other rating agency fees shall be the 
responsibility of the purchaser of the insurance.

4. [Appointment of Financial Consultant. The City hereby 


retains Stauder, Barch & Associates, Inc., as Financial Consultant 
to assist the City in preparation and planning for the marketing and 
sale of the Bonds.] 


$. Appointment of Bond Counsel. The City recognizes that 
Dykema Gossett PLLC, has represented from time to time, and currently 


represents underwriting firms, financial institutions, and other potential 
participants in the bond financing process for unrelated projects, any of 
which might offer to purchase the bonds or to act as Transfer Agent for 
the bonds. The City appoints Dykema Gossett PLLC as bond counsel 
for this issue, notwithstanding the potential concurrent representation of 
any such bidder regarding any unrelated matter. 


6. Preliminary Official Statement. If the Bonds sale to be sold 
at public sale, The Authorized Officer is directed to approve circulation of 


a preliminary official statement describing the Bonds and to deem such 
Preliminary Official Statement “final” for purposes of compliance with 
Securities and Exchange Commission Rule 15¢2-12 


2. Ratings and Bond Issuance. The Authorized Officer is 
authorized to apply for ratings on the Bonds. If the Financial Consultant 
recommends that the City consider purchase of municipal bond 
insurance, then the Authorized Officer is hereby authorized and directed, 
on behalf of the City, to negotiate with insurers with respect to 
acquisition of municipal bond insurance, and, in consultation with the 
Financial Consultant, to select an insurer and determine which Bonds, if 
any, shall be insured 


8. Continuing Disclosure Undertaking Agreement. The City 
hereby agrees, if it is required by applicable law, to enter into a 


Continuing Disclosure Undertaking Agreement (the “Continuing 
Disclosure Undertaking Agreement’) in order to enable the underwriters 
of the Bonds to comply with the requirements of Rule 15c2-12 
promulgated by the Securities and Exchange Commission. In the 
Continuing Disclosure Undertaking Agreement, the City shall agree to 
provide or cause to be provided, (i) certain annual financial information 
and operating data, including audited financial statements for the 
preceding fiscal year, (ii) timely notice of the occurrence of certain 
material events with respect to the Bonds, and (iii) timely notice of a 
failure by the City to provide the required annual financial information on 
or before the date required in the Continuing Disclosure Agreement. The 
Authorized Officer is authorized to execute and deliver the Continuing 
Disclosure Undertaking Agreement on behalf of the City in substantially 
the form which he or she shall, in consultation with Bond Counsel, 
determine to be appropriate 


Award of Bonds. If the Bonds are sold at public sale, the 
‘Authorized Offoer is REeBy: jereby authorized on behalf of the City, subject to 
the provisions and limitations of this resolution, to award sale of the 
Bonds to the bidder whose bid produces the lowest interest cost 
computed in compliance with the terms of the Notice of Sale, which bid 
shall comply with the requirements for bids specified in the Notice of 
Sale and shall be within the limitations contained in this resolution. In 
making such determinations the Authorized Officer is authorized to rely 
upon data and computer runs provided by the Municipal Advisory

10. Final Official Statement. Ifthe Bonds are sold at public sale, 
after awarding sale of the Bonds, the Authorized Officer is authorized to 
prepare, execute and deliver a final Official Statement describing the 
Bonds.

WHEREAS, Michael A. Burton, a Lansing native, married to wife, 
Darnell Burton, is the Director of Interior and Exterior Designs for 
front-wheel-drive platform vehicles for General Motors Corporation 
He was raised on the west side of Lansing along with his three 
sisters, a brother, and two step-brothers by his mother and stepfather 
who were career General Motors employees; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Burton joined General Motors Corporation as it was 
building a new factory in Lansing that would become the Lansing 
Grand River facility where he was assigned, as Director of Interior 
and Exterior Designs, the responsibility of designing the front-wheel- 
drive platform vehicles; the Cadillac STS and SRX, and later, at the 
Lansing Delta Township plant, the GMC Acadia, Saturn Outlook, and 
Buick Enclave; and 


WHEREAS, his interest in cars started even before he could read; he 
would sit on his grandfather's lap as they traveled and announce the 
make of cars as they passed ‘that's a Cadillac” or “that's a 
Chevrolet’. It was clear that Michael had gifts few others had; in first- 
grade at Lincoln Elementary School, he made his teacher a clay 
horse with details that hands so young rarely craft. He seemed to 
excel in everything; and 


WHEREAS, Michael at 14 years, during his freshman year at Harry 
Hill High School, became involved in the Urban League's Labor 
Education Advancement Program. He grew close tothe Director, Bob 
Riddle, his mentor, who he shared his designing talents and his 
dream of designing cars and whorevealed to him the path of pursuit 
Michael submitted samples of art toa GM executive and was advised 
to go into industrial design; and 


WHEREAS, Michael pursued his dream, and with the financial 
support of the Ford Motor Company Scholarship, he graduated from 
the College of Creative Studies with a Bachelor of Fine Arts Degree 
in Industrial Design. He also earned a Master Degree in 
Organizational Management through the University of Phoenix; and 


WHEREAS, after graduating from the College of Creative Studies, he 
was hired by the Dearborn Ford Motor Company, but his dream came 
toan abrupt halt in 1980 when he was cut from the payroll because of 
the downturn in the auto industry. Mr. Burton felt called to the ministry 
and moved to Tulsa, Oklahoma where he eared a certificate from 
the Rhema Bible Training Center and persevered through this hard 
time keeping his artistic talents alive by designing letterhead, 
graphics, and other items as he worked as a janitor; and 


WHEREAS, Michael was tracked down in 1984 by a friend from 
Detroit who told him that all of the automakers were looking for him, 
so he returned home. He took employment with the Daimler Chrysler 
Corporation as its first African American designer. In 1999, GM's 
Chief Designer, Ed Welburn, lured him to the Detroit automaker, 
giving him the distinct privilege of being the first African American 
man to work as a designer for all three domestic auto companies. 
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When Mr. Burton was promoted to the Director of Interior and Exterior 
Design positions, he was the second African American in the current 
history of the General Motors organization to be promoted to that 
executive position;

WHEREAS, A. Philip Randolph was born in Crescent City, Florida in 
1€39 and moved to Harlem, New York in 1911; and 


WHEREAS, attracted to the Socialist Party and the labor movement, 
in 1917, Mr. Randolph founded “The Messenger’, a black socialist 
magazine, providing a forum for his pursuit of freedom, justice, and 
equal rights; and 


WHEREAS, in 1920, he ran for New York State Comptroller and 
received an impressive 202,000 votes in hisrace, proving that a black 
candidate could muster political support in a northern state; and 


WHEREAS, among his growing achievements, Mr. Randolph 
founded the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Porters in 1925, and by 
1937, he had succeeded in acquiring protection for black workers 
under the provisions of the Railway Labor Act, and facilitated the first 
labor agreement between a white employer anda black union leader, 
reducing working hours and increasing wages for the workers; and 


WHEREAS, in 1941, as a direct result of his cross country tour to 
build support for a protest by blacks in the nation’s Capital, 
Washington DC, and to force the government to end discrimination 
against blacks in Defense industries, the President Franklin 
Roosevelt signed an executive order banning discrimination in civilian 
defense plant jobs, hence, the protest was canceled; and 


WHEREAS, in 1948, he fought for and won an executive order from 
President Harry S. Truman to ban discrimination in federal jobs and 
to end segregation of the races in the Army, Navy, and Air Force; and 


WHEREAS, four years after he was elected, Vice President of the 
AFL-CIO, working to eliminate racial discrimination in labor 
movements, in 1959, Mr. Randolph formed the Negro American 
Labor Council, whose job it is to present black worker's demands to 
the labor movement; and 


WHEREAS, A. Philip Randolph retired as leader of the Brotherhood 
of Sleeping Car Porters in 1968, after more than half a century in the 
labor movement, leaving behind a legacy of words and deeds and a 
legacy of unyielding strength that fueled his struggle for full human 
rights for the Blacks and all the “disinherited” of the nation

of Mr. Randolph, conducted successful voter registration drives and

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 804, Sections 804.02, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be andis hereby amended 
toread as follows:

Alarm business means any business, individual, corporation 
or legal entity that engages in the installation, service, maintenance or 
Monitoring of alarm systems.

Financial alarm system means an alarm system used by a 
bank, credit union or other enterprise that dispenses cash on as a 
regular part of its business.

Police Department that a burglary-ROBBERY is in progress at the 
premises A BUSINESS. 


LOCAL CONTACT PERSON MEANS A PERSON WHO

Panic alarm or duress alarm means an alarm used for any

WHEREAS: It is a great pleasure to join with the Greater Lansing 
Federated Garden Clubs and Cumberland Elementary School in 
celebration of Arbor Week. For nearly 50 years, the Garden Club of 
Greater Lansing has honored its commitment to the principles of Arbor

Whenever a structure is determined to be substandard, it shall be 
deemed a nuisance and a violation of this Housing Code and the 
violation may be corrected by the City. 


Whenever the Manager of Code Compliance 
determines the structure or premises or portion thereof is 
substandard, notice shall be served on the owner or the 
person or persons responsible for the structure or 
equipment in accordance with Section 1460.07(c) (Method 
of service).

RESOLUTION#322 
BY COUNCILMEMBER TIM KALTENBACH 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, on December 6, 1890, Hollister & Skinner announced their 
plan to plat 116 acres south of the train depot on Washington Avenue 
into 265 lots to be known as the Park Place; and 


WHEREAS, in 1908, Mr. J. H. Moores purchased the land, and in 
looking over the ground, he was able to see a vision. He let no time slip 
away until he closed up the deal, stating in a speech to business men of 
the City that “It seems to me that for the health and happiness of all, 
parks and playgrounds should be developed in proportion as our growth 
and manufacturing interests increase”; and 


WHEREAS, on December 21, 2008, Mr. Moores presentedititle to the 18 
acres, then known as Moores Park, to the Lansing City Council. He 
installed pedestals at the east and west entrances where Moores River 
Drive then entered and exited the park going over a bridge that crossed 
the stream from Bradley Avenue; and 


WHEREAS, to this day, the pedestals still have the bronze tablets with 
Mr. Moores motto "I shall pass through this world but once; if, therefore, 
there be any good thing | can do to any fellow human being let me do it 
now, for | shall not pass this way again; and 


WHEREAS, the park has provided a variety of outdoor experiences to 
the City of Lansing residents over the years. At one time, elk roamedthe 
land but were moved to Potter Park after it opened. The park provides 
access to the City’s River Trail and offers fishing, ball fields, basketball, 
tennis, shuffleboard, playground equipment, picnicking, and beautiful fall 
colors; and 
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WHEREAS, there have been many changes to the park over the 
years, The stream that once flowed through the park was diverted 
through a drainage tile and covered over. The concrete ends of the 
bridge over the stream remained until the late 1930's; and 


WHEREAS, the swimming pool at the east end of Moores Park was 
dedicated as a “J.H. Moores Memorial Natatorium” in 1922, boasting 
three diving boards, which were removed for safety reasons in the 
1970's; and 


WHEREAS, at one time so many children came to swim on hot 
summer afternoons that they had tohold “shifts” with children waiting 
on long benches in front of the pool while other swimmers enjoyed 
the water for an hour; and 


WHEREAS, the labyrinth is dedicated to the good neighbors and 
citizens of the Moores Park Neighborhood and in honor of J.H. 
Moores and the 100th Anniversary of the Park; and 


WHEREAS, the success of Moores Park would not have been 
possible without the help of the Moores Park Neighbors, such as 
Dorothy and Howard Jones, Betty Kost, and Jim and Gladys Gilson, 
all longtime residents, who were instrumental in the growth and 
maintenance of the park; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, the Lansing City Council, 
hereby, encourages residents of the City of Lansing to join in the 
Moores Park's 100th Anniversary celebration extended throughout 
the summer and expresses a special “thank you" to all of the 
neighbors who have helped make the park a success!

City Clerk Swope read the following resolution 


RESOLUTION #388 
BY COUNCILMEMBER ERIC HEWITT 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, the Turner-Dodge House was originally constructed shortly 
after the middle of the 19th century, was enlarged and altered during the 
first decade of the 20th century, and was one of the earliest major 
residential structures in Michigan 's new capital city; and 


WHEREAS, it was the home for 100 years to several generations of a 
pioneer family who had a profound impact on both local and state 
history, and is currently listed on the National Register of Historic Places 
andis a building of considerable cultural and architectural significance; 
and 


WHEREAS, designated as a Cultural Center by the City of Lansing, the 
house is administered by the Cultural Arts Section of Lansing’s Parks 
and Recreation Department. In 1989, a contract was awarded to Ralph 
Calder & Associates to lead a master plan team which included 
ideology, historical context, site planning, interior finishes, interpretation, 
engineering and marketing, in addition to architectural preservation; and 


WHEREAS, the philosophical foundation for this team effort was 
ideology, the study of ideas on which the future of the Turner-Dodge 
property would be based. This included the selection of a theme of 
presenting Lansing history through the Tumer and Dodge families with 
an emphasis on the 1900-1910 period; and 
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WHEREAS, by utilizing historic preservation, a living history program 
was established and was supported by objectives that focused on 
restoration of the historic house as an interpretive house museum 
with a new adjacent building to serve as an educational and 
community support facility; and 


WHEREAS, with the concentration on the "Carriage House’, as the 
new structure was named, the focus of the master plan had been 
diverted from the historic house itself. Late in the summer of 1992, 
Richard C. Frank was asked to join the planning team tohelp redirect 
attention back to the plan’s original purpose, the preservation of 
Turner-Dodge House; and 


WHEREAS, today, the Turner-Dodge House offers a wealth of 
programs including the monthly Meet Your City tour, Be a Tourist in 
Your Own Town, the Mayor's River Walk, Holiday Open House, 
School Tours, Heritage Badge Program for Scouts, History Discovery 
Day Camp for kids, and for adults, Romantic Valentine Dinners, 
Mystery Theater Diners, and December and July Socials for 
Members of the Friends of Turner-Dodge House; and 


WHEREAS, in celebration of 150 years in Lansing, the Tumer-Dodge 
House was depicted in a scale model in the 4th of July Parade, 
honoring not only its history, but the family who built it and whose 
contributions helped found the City of Lansing; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Lansing City 
Council, hereby, wishes to congratulate the Turner-Dodge House on 
its 150th Anniversary. We wish you continued success!

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 
Section 1. That Chapter, Section, of the Codified

888.06. Stepping stones. 

(a) Purpose 

(a) It is acknowledged that it is a proper public purpose of the 

State and its political subdivisions to provide transitional housing for its 


homeless single mothers of low income with not more than two minor 
children and to encourage the development of such housing by 
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providing for a service charge in lieu of property taxes in accordance 
with the State Housing Development Authority Act of 1966, being 
Public Act 346 of 1966, as amended (M.C.L.A. 125.1401 et seq.) 
The City is authorized by such Act to establish or change the service 
charge to be paid in lieu of taxes by any or all classes of housing 
exempt from taxation under such Act at anyamount it chooses, not to 
exceed the real estate taxes that would be paid but for such Act. It is 
further acknowledged that such housing for homeless single mothers 
of low income with not more than two minor children is a public 
necessity, and as the City will be benefited and improved by such 
housing, the encouragement of the same by providing certain real 
estate tax exemption for such housing is a valid public purpose.

(2) "Authority" means the Michigan State Housing

contains 16 apartments for single mothers and such elements of

(5) "HUD" means the Department of Housing and Urban

(6) "Mortgage loan," "advance" or "grant" means a loan, 
advance or grant to be made by the Authority and/or the HUD or 
other govern mental entity to the sponsor for the rehabilitation and/or 
permanent financing of the housing development 


(7) "Single mother" means a homeless single female head of 
household, with not more than two minor children, who meets the 
income limitation set by the Authority and/or the Federal Government 
through the HUD. 


(8) "Sponsor" means persons or other entities who or which 
have applied to either the Authority for a mortgage loan, advance or 
grantto finance the housing development or to another governmental 
entity for a Federally-aided loan, advance or grant as defined by the 
Act. For purposes of this section, the sponsor is Ballentine Stepping 
Stones Nonprofit Housing Corporation 
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(c) Establishment of Annual Service Charge. 


(1) The housing development and the property on which it shall 
be constructed shall be exempt from all real estate property taxes from 
and after the commencement of construction. The City, acknowledging 
that the sponsor and the Authority and/or the HUD or other

(7) "Low or moderate income" means low or moderate income 
eligibility under the authority Act or rules. 


(8) "Mortgage loan" means a loan to be made by a private 
entity and insured by HUD, or a loan from the authority for the 
financing of the purchase and rehabilitation of the housing 
development. 


(9) "Sponsor" means a person or other entity with a housing 
development which is financed or assisted pursuant to the Act. For 
purposes of this section, the sponsor of the Ballentine Apartments 
Housing Development is Ballentine Limited Dividend Housing 
Association limited partnership. 


(10) "Utilities". means fuel, water, sanitary sewer and/or 
electrical service, which is paid for by the housing development 


(©) Establishment of annual service charge. 


(1) The City acknowledges that the sponsor and the authority 
have established the economic feasibility of the Ballentine 
Apartments Housing Development in reliance upon the enactment 
and continuing effect of this section and upon the qualification of the 
eighteen (18) units of housing in the housing development for 
exemption from all property taxes as established in this section 


(2) Subject to the conditions and requirements of this section 
and the Act, the eighteen (18) units in the housing development for 
persons of low and moderate income identified as Ballentine 
Apartments and the property on which they are constructed shall be 
exempt from all property taxes for not more than fifteen (15) years, 
commencing with and including tax year 2010 


(3) In lieu of all said property taxes on the eighteen (18) units 
in the housing development, the sponsor shall pay, and the City will 
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accept, an annual service charge for public services, in the sum equal 
to, four (4%) percent of the difference between the annual shelter rents 
actually collected and utilities 


(4) The exemption provided under this section shall commence 
when the sponsor complies with Section 15a(1) of 1966 PA 346, as 
amended, codified as MCL 125.415a(1), which provides: the owner of a 
housing project eligible for the exemption shall file with the local 
assessing officer (the City Assessor) a notification of the exemption, 
which shall be in an affidavit form as provided by the authority. The 
completed affidavit form first shall be submitted to the authority for 
cettification by the authority that the project is eligible for the exemption 
The owner then shall file the certified notification of the exemption with 
the local assessing officer before November 1 of the year preceding the 
tax year in which the exemption is to begin. 


(5) In addition to the certification required pursuant to subsection 
(c)(4), the sponsor shall provide for the housing developmentannuallyin 
writing to the City Assessor for the preceding year in which the property 
tax exemption was in effect 


a The annual audited accounting report for the payment in lieu 
of taxes; and 
b Acettified statement identifying all the units rentedto persons 


of low of moderate income; and 


c Ifrequested by the City, proof that the housing development 
units have not increased, decreased, or been alteredin any form, unless 
the City has otherwise amended the provisions of this section. 


(d) Limitation on the payment of the annual service charge 
Notwithstanding subsection (c), the service charge to be paid each year 
in lieu of taxes for the part ofthe housing development project that is tax 
exempt and occupied by other than low or moderate income persons 
shall be equal to the full amount of the taxes that would otherwise be 
due and payable on that portion of the housing development project if 
the project were not tax exempt 


(e) Payment of annual service charge. The service charge in lieu 
of taxes, as established under this section, shall be payable in the same 
manner as general property taxes are payable to the City, except that 
the annual payment shall be made on or before July 1 of the year 
following the year upon which such charge is calculated 


Contractual effect. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 
15(A)(5) of the Act to the contrary, a contract between the City and the 
sponsor with the authority as third party beneficiary under the contract, 
to provide tax exemption and accept payment in lieu of taxes as 
previously described, is effectuated by the enactment of this section 


(9) Duration. This section shall remain in effect and shall not 
terminate for fifteen (15) years, commencing with and including tax year 
2010, provided that the sponsor complies with the requirements of the 
Act and this section, and further provided that the housing development 
continues to be rented to low or moderate income persons at rents 
determined under the low income housing tax credit program, as the 
same maybe further amended or superseded, or there is an authority- 
aided or Federally-aided mortgage on the housing development as 
provided in the Act, or the authority or HUD has an interest in the 
property; but in no event beyond December 31, 2024. If the sponsor 
changes the scope or purpose of the eighteen (18) units of housing 
within the development without the consent of the City of Lansing, by 
and through its representatives, and in accordance with the 
requirements ofthe Lansing City Charter, this section shallautomatically 
expire and be of no effect 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof 
are hereby repealed. 
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Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other thanthe 
part so declared to be invalid. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day 
after enactment, unless given immediate effect by City Council

WHEREAS, MDOT is requesting that the special permit remain in 
place through the fall, spring, and summer construction schedule; and 


WHEREAS, MDOT is requesting weekend daytime periods on 
Saturdays from 7:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. and on Sundays from 9:00 
a.m. to 8:00 p.m, for concrete pavement and intermittent curb & 
gutter and sidewalk ramp replacement operations between the West 
City limits and City limits at Merrill Street / Howard Street; and 


WHEREAS, MDOT is requesting nighttime periods, Sunday nights 
through Thursday night from 8:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. for cold milling, 
curb and gutter /sidewalk ramp replacement and asphalt resurfacing 
operations on Clippert Street and Coolidge Road; and 


WHEREAS, MDOT is requesting the above work hours based on an 
in-depth analysis of the traffic volumes and patterns in the interest of 
public safety, to minimize traffic delays, congest ion, and

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Councilmember Wood stated that one out of every four women in the 
United States will be a victim of domestic violence in her lifetime, and 
1.3 million women are abused by a significant other each year. She 
spoke about how domestic violence devastates families and sows the 
seeds for the repetition of violence in future generations 


City Clerk Swope read the following Resolution 


RESOLUTION#538 
BY COUNCILMEMBER CAROL WOOD 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, Domestic Violence Awareness Month evolved from the 
first Day of Unity observed in October, 1981 by the National Coalition 
Against Domestic Violence. The intent was to connect battered 
women’s advocates across the nation working to end violence 
against women and their children. The Day of Unity soon became a 
special week when a range of activities were conducted at the local, 
state, and national levels 


WHEREAS, these activities were as varied and diverse as the 
program sponsors but had common themes: mourning those who 
have died because of domestic violence, celebrating those whohave 
survived, and connecting those who work to end violence 


WHEREAS, in October 1987, the first Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month was observed, That same year the first national toll-free 
hotline was begun. In 1989 the first Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month Commemorative Legislation was passed by the U.S. 
Congress. Such legislation has passed every year since with NCADV 
providing key leadership in this effort 


WHEREAS, in January 2004, the 54-A District Court began a new 
and innovative way to handle domestic violence cases by 
establishing a Domestic Violence (DV) Court to focus upon these 
crimes. One of the primary purposes for creating this court is 
homicide prevention; at least one-half of all homicides committed in 
Lansing are related to domestic violence. DV Court expedites 
domestic violence cases fairly and efficiently. The DV Court utilizes a 
team approach to addressing domestic violence. Team members 
include the judge, other court staff, prosecutors, defense attorneys, 
police officers, providers of batterers' intervention programs and 
providers of victims support services; and 


WHEREAS, defendants are required to enroll in a Batterers 
Intervention Program on the day that he or she pleads guilty or is 
found guilty in a trial. Participation in the DV Court requires 
defendants to be accountable for their behavior. Defendants must 
know that if they do not comply with the court's requirements, an 
arrest is imminent. It enforces the idea that those that are guilty of 
domestic violence must be accountable for their actions. 


WHEREAS, by the time a defendant reaches sentencing, he or she 
will have already completed 6-8 weeks of a domestic violence 
program. The sentencing may also include drug and/or alcohol 
counseling, community service work, jail time and fines and costs. It 
is critical to understand that while defendants may have an alcohol or 
drug problem, it is not an excuse for domestic violence, nor is it an 
explanation for why they batter. 


WHEREAS, the court monitors each defendant's progress during 
probation at review hearings. At each review hearing, the Judge is 
given a report from the Probation Officer highlighting positive 
achievements as well as items that the defendant needs to work on. 
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Ultimately, if a defendant successfully completes all terms and 
conditions of probation, the court presides over a "graduation." in the 
courtroom 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council, 
hereby recognizes October as Domestic Violence Awareness Month and 
extends their gratitude to Judge Amy Krause and her staff for their 
dedication to raising awareness and tirelessly acting on behalf of 
domestic violence victims.

Mayor Bernero stated that there are numerous people in the Lansing 
area addressing the problem of lead poisoning. He said the City of 
Lansing’s Lead Safe Lansing Program partnered with a number of 
community organizations to reach at-risk areas in Lansing through 
Awareness Campaigns. He also stated that Lansing is committed to 
protecting our community from the dangers of lead poisoning. Lead 
exposure can harm young children and babies and the effects of that 
exposure can last a lifetime. 


Barbara Kimmel of the City of Lansing Development Office and Lead 
Safe Lansing Program, stated that homes built before 1978 with 
deteriorating paint pose a threat to children. She thanked all of the 
organizations and people present for all of their hard work, and stated 
that Lansing is fortunate to have all of them. She announced events at 
Allen Street Market to test paint and children’s blood for lead, as well as 
an outreach to 1,000 eastside homes. 


Mayor Bernero stated that there are still resources available for citizens 
who need help repainting their homes. 


Barbara Kimmel stated that anyone needing assistance with regards to 
lead based paint can call the Lead Safe Lansing Program or the Ingham 
County Health Department regarding the availability of grants 


Mayor Berero thanked all of the organizations and representatives 
present tonight and urged citizens to call the Lead Safe Lansing 
Program. 


Joan Nelson spoke about event times at the Allen Street Market lead 
awareness activities. 


Councilmember Dunbar stated that lead paint is sweet and that is one of 
the reasons it affects kids disproportionately.

1298.01 PURPOSE. 


THE PURPOSE OF THIS ORDINANCE IS TO ESTABLISH GENERAL 
GUIDELINES FOR THE SITING OF WIRELESS COMMUNICATIONS 
TOWERS AND ANTENNAS. THE GOALS OF THIS ORDINANCE 
ARE TO: (1) PROTECT RESIDENTIAL AREAS, PROPERTY

OF TOWERS AND ANTENNAS; (2) STRONGLY ENCOURAGE THE

(1) EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE REQUIRED FOR AN 
ALTERNATIVE TOWER STRUCTURE, TOWERS SHALL EITHER 
MAINTAIN A GALVANIZED STEEL FINISH OR, SUBJECT TO ANY 
APPLICABLE STANDARDS OF THE FAA, BE PAINTED ANEUTRAL 
COLOR SO AS TO REDUCE VISUAL OBTRUSIVENESS. 


(2) AT A TOWER SITE, THE DESIGN OF THE 
BUILDINGS AND RELATED STRUCTURES SHALL, TO THE 
EXTENT POSSIBLE, USE MATERIALS, COLORS, TEXTURES, 
SCREENING, AND LANDSCAPING THAT WILL BLEND THEMINTO. 
THE NATURAL SETTING AND SURROUNDING BUILDINGS. 


(3) IF AN ANTENNA IS INSTALLED ON A 
STRUCTURE OTHER THAN A TOWER, THE ANTENNA AND 
SUPPORTING ELECTRICAL AND MECHANICAL EQUIPMENT 
MUST BE OF A NEUTRAL COLOR THAT IS IDENTICAL TO, OR 
CLOSELY COMPATIBLE WITH, THE COLOR OF THE SUPPORTING. 
STRUCTURE SO AS TO MAKE THE ANTENNA AND RELATED. 
EQUIPMENT AS VISUALLY UNOBTRUSIVE AS POSSIBLE. 


(E) LIGHTING. TOWERS SHALL NOT BE ARTIFICIALLY 
LIGHTED, UNLESS REQUIRED BY THE FAA OR OTHER 
APPLICABLE AUTHORITY. IF LIGHTING IS REQUIRED, THE 
LIGHTING ALTERNATIVES AND DESIGN CHOSEN MUST CAUSE 
THE LEAST DISTURBANCE TO THE SURROUNDING VIEWS. 
LIGHTING MAY BE PROVIDED ON AN ALTERNATIVE TOWER 
STRUCTURE TO ENHANCE ITS CAMOUFLAGING OR 
CONCEALING EFFECT. ALL LIGHTING MUST BE APPROVED BY 
THE CITY. 


(F) STATE OR FEDERAL REQUIREMENTS ALL TOWERS 
MUST MEET OR EXCEED CURRENT STANDARDS AND 
REGULATIONS OF THE FAA, THE FCC, AND ANY OTHER AGENCY 
OF THE STATE OR FEDERAL GOVERNMENT WITH THE 
AUTHORITY TO REGULATE TOWERS AND ANTENNAS. IF SUCH 
STANDARDS AND REGULATIONS ARE CHANGED, THEN THE 
OWNERS OF THE TOWERSAND ANTENNAS GOVERNED BY THIS

(G)_ BUILDING CODES; SAFETY STANDARDS. TO ENSURE 
THE STRUCTURAL INTEGRITY OF TOWERS, THE OWNER OF A 
TOWER SHALL ENSURE THATIT IS MAINTAINED IN COMPLIANCE 
WITH STANDARDS CONTAINED IN APPLICABLE STATE OR 
LOCAL BUILDING CODES AND THE APPLICABLE STANDARDS 
FOR TOWERS THAT ARE PUBLISHED BY THE ELECTRONIC 
INDUSTRIES ASSOCIATION, AS AMENDED FROM TIME TO TIME 
IF, UPON INSPECTION, THE CITY CONCLUDES THAT A TOWER 
FAILS TO COMPLY WITH SUCH CODES AND STANDARDS AND

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing desires to adopt an escrow fee policy, 
so as to provide reimbursement to the City for its expenses in the 
review and handling of planning and zoning matters 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The cost of City review of applications for planning and zoning 
approvals can be a significant amount, and the City Council believes 
that such cost and expenses, except for routine expenses, should 
properly be borne by the applicants for planning and zoning approvals 


2. The purpose of this resolution is to adopt as a policy of the City the 
requirement that applicants for rezonings, special land uses, planned 
unit developments, site development plans, plats, site condominiums, 
private roads, land divisions and other types of planning and zoning 
applications shall, where required, reimburse the City for the City's 
actual expenses incurred for professional reviews and assistance, site 
inspections, special meetings, publications, studies and other services 
and expenses incurred by the City. 


3. The fees for review of applications for rezonings, special land uses, 
planned unit developments, site development plans, plats, site 
condominiums, private roads, land divisions and other planning and 
zoning matters shall include the actual costs and expensesincurredby 
the City for services performed and charged by the City's professional 
consultants and the City's other costs and expenses, including non- 
routine publication costs, special meetings, and mailings for the review 
and consideration of such applications, as stated in paragraph 12 of 
this resolution 


4. Atthe time a planning and zoning application is filed with the City, 
the applicant shall make the appropriate advance payment into an 
escrow account, per the approved schedule, attached hereto as Exhibit 
A. No planning and zoning application shall be processed until the 
appropriate advance payment into an escrow account has been paid 
All applicants must sign and date the Acknowledgment of Fees, as 
stated on the fees schedule 


5. In its discretion, the City Council may, from time to time, amend or 
otherwise revise the fees schedule, attached hereto as Exhibit A. 


6. When authorized by the City Planner, the above-stated advance 
escrow account payment may be reduced to a lesser amount; 
provided, however, that such lesser amount shall thereafter be 
increased, and the increased amount shall be paid, in the event that 
the City's expenses in the matter are greater than originally anticipated, 
and in such case, the City shall promptly notify the applicant in 
accordance with paragraph 8 of this resolution 


7. If, in the case where no initial escrow deposit is required, the City 
anticipates expenses for the review and consideration of such 
application as stated in paragraph 12 of this resolution, the City shall 
require an escrow deposit from the applicant in an amount sufficientto 
cover its estimated costs in the matter. Applicants shall pay such 
billings fully and promptly. Should billings become overdue, the City 
shall suspend further processing of an application, including agenda 
consideration by any board or commission as well as administrative 
actions or approvals. Interest, at the rate of 1% per month, will be 
added to overdue payments 


8. If at any time during a planning and zoning review process, the 
remaining balance of funds paid into escrow appears to be insufficient 
to defray additional costs, the City shall so notify the applicant, and the 
applicant shall promptly make the required additional payment. Should 
subsequent billings become overdue, the City shall suspend further 
processing of an application including agenda consideration by any 
board or commission as well as administrative actions or approvals. 
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Interest, at the rate of 1% per month, will be added to overdue 
payments 


9. Nobuilding, occupancy or other approval or permit shall be given or 
issued until all application fees and all zoning escrow fees are paid in 
full. In its discretion, the City may take all permitted legal action to 
recover any deficiencies of amounts required to be paid 


10. Following final approval, denial or withdrawal of an application, and 
after the total of all costs and expenses to the City is determined, the 
City shall refund, without interest, any surplus amounts that have been 
deposited by the applicant 


14. A separate fund or account shall be established by the City to 
receive all monies deposited by applicants for planning and zoning 
matters. The fund or account shall be used only to pay planning and 
Zoning expenses incurred by the City related to planning and zoning 
applications. A separate fund or account need not be maintained for 
each applicant, but the City shall maintain sufficient records to show 
accurately all the amounts deposited by each applicant and all 
amounts paid out for the review of each application 


12. Such planning and zoning escrow fees shall be payable for all 
expenses incurred by the City in its review of planning and zoning 
applications and other City proceedings or actions with respect to a 
planning and zoning application, including but not limited to the cost of: 


(a) special City Council meetings, special committee meetings 
and other special meetings; 


(b) review and other services by City legal counsel and 
preparation of appropriate resolutions or ordinances; 


(c)_ review and other services by specially retained engineers, 
consultants or other experts; 


(d)_ traffic studies; 
(e) environmental or economic impact studies or similar studies; 


(f)_ services and expenses by others retained to assist the City; 
and, 


(9) publication 
13. This resolution relates only to reimbursement of City expenses for 
planning and zoning proceedings, and shall not be construed as

THE COMMITTEE ON DEVELOPMENT AND PLANNING met on 
November 12, 2008 and reviewed the Adoption of a Committee report 
and attached Universal Pre-Agreement for Development Incentives. 


In early 2006, the Development and Planning Committee consisting of 
Chairperson Brian Jeffries, Vice Chairperson Joan Bauer, and Member 
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Carol Wood undertook a review of existing policies and procedures 
relating to the use of economic development incentives by the City. It 
became clear that as the City ramped up its use of tax incentives to 
encourage economic and housing development, it was imperative 
that the process by which these incentives were granted was well- 
defined and understood 


The Committee focused on creating a universal development 
agreement that would regulate the use of incentives in every 
development project. This Agreement, between the City and the 
Developer, would create performance criteria, establish annual 
reporting requirements, and provide for penalties including the 
revocation of any City incentives(s) for failure to meet certain 
conditions. Moreover, it was decided by the Committee that the 
principals underlying the Agreement were to be transparency and 
accountability 


The Agreement was discussed and reviewed in over 20 separate 
Committee meetings between 2006 and 2008. The Committee 
received input and recommendations from the public, various 
developers, the City Attorney's Office, and the Administration 
Several joint meetings were also held with the Lansing Economic 
Development Corporation Board of Directors and its staff. This open 
andinclusive process provided the public and other interested parties 
with the opportunity to voice concerns, amend language, and 
eventually develop a comprehensive “Universal Pre-Agreement for 
Development Incentives” that can be used as a model by other 
Communities. 


For every economic development project, the “Universal Pre- 
Agreement” will 
- Create performance expectations such as establishingnew 
net revenue to the City, the number of jobs 
created/retained, provide the total combined investment in 
property, and set a timeline for project completion 


- _ Establish annual reporting requirements to be placed on 
the Lansing Economic Development Corporation website 
for public viewing 


= Require the employment of Lansing residents and 
contractors as reasonably as possible 


= Outline all City incentives and all other Federal, State, or 
other incentives that will be part of the development 
package. 

- _ Require all employees, contractors, and subcontractors to 
report all wage information to the City and pay all 
applicable income taxes.

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing continues to promote the effort to 
improve neighborhoods by encouraging the rehabilitation of existing 
housing, promoting home ownership and facilitating construction of new 
housing units in the City; and 


WHEREAS, Public Act 147, 1992 of the State of Michigan, the 
Neighborhood Enterprise Zone Act, was enacted to encourage new 
housing construction and rehabilitation of existing housing units and 
structures in older established cities in the State, including the City of 
Lansing, by allowing communities to grant tax abatement on specific 
residential properties located within districts which are designated by the 
community; and 


WHEREAS, as required by P.A. 147 of 1992, the City Assessor and 
each taxing unit were notified on November 26, 2007 of the City’s intent 
to establish a new Neighborhood Enterprise Zone, and that written 
notice was received not less than 60 days before the passage of a 
resolution for designation of a Neighborhood Enterprise Zone; and 


WHEREAS, as required by P.A. 147 of 1992, prior to acting on this 
request, on December 3, 2007 a public hearing was held on the 
establishment of a new Neighborhood Enterprise Zone. The public 
hearing was held not later than 45 days after notification of the taxing 
units; and 


WHEREAS, as required by P.A. 147 of 1992, the City Council has been 
furnished with the amount of the True Cash Value of the property 
located within the proposed Neighborhood Enterprise Zone asnotedin a 
document titled ‘Neighborhood Enterprise Zone No. 22 Kalamazoo 
Corridor T.C.V..” as filed with the City Clerk; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that as required by P.A. 147 of 
1992, the City Council makes the following findings: 


1) The City Council has previously adopted a housinginspection code 
ordinance which meets the requirements of P.A. 147 of 1992 


2) The proposed Neighborhood Enterprise Zone is consistent withthe 
area master plan, and the neighborhood preservation and 
economic development goals of the City 


3) The goals, objectives and policies prepared for the five-year U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development Consolidated Plan 
and the Goals & Objectives for the Twenty-first Century as adopted 
by the City Council meet the intended goals, objectives and policy 
for the Neighborhood Enterprise Zones relative to the 
maintenance, preservation, improvement, and development of 
housing for all persons regardless of income level living within a 
Neighborhood Enterprise Zone 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council approves 
the amended boundaries for the new Neighborhood Enterprise Zone as 
depicted in the diagram filed with the City Clerk and as described below:

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


THE COMMITTEE ON DEVELOPMENT AND PLANNING met on 
November 12, 2008 and reviewed the Adoption of a Committee report 
and attached Universal Pre-Agreement for Development Incentives. 


In early 2006, the Development and Planning Committee consisting of 
Chairperson Brian Jeffries, Vice Chairperson Joan Bauer, and Member 
Carol Wood undertook a review of existing policies and procedures 
relating to the use of economic development incentives by the City. It 
became clear that as the City ramped up its use of tax incentives to 
encourage economic and housing development, it was imperative that 
the process by which these incentives were granted was well-defined 
and understood. 


The Committee focused on creating a universal development agreement 
that would regulate the use of incentives in every development project 
This Agreement, between the City and the Developer, would create 
performance criteria, establish annual reporting requirements, and 
provide for penalties including the revocation of any City incentives(s) for 
failure to meet certain conditions. Moreover, it was decided by the 
Committee that the principals underlying the Agreement were to be 
transparency and accountability 


The Agreement was discussed and reviewed in over 20 separate 
Committee meetings between 2006 and 2008. The Committee received 
input and recommendations from the public, various developers, the City 
Attorney's Office, and the Administration. Several joint meetings were 
also held with the Lansing Economic Development Corporation Board of 
Directors and its staff. This open and inclusive process provided the 
public and other interested parties with the opportunity to voice 
concems, amend language, and eventually develop a comprehensive 
“Universal Pre-Agreement for Development Incentives” thatcan be used 
as a model by other Communities 


For every economic development project, the “Universal Pre- 
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Agreement” will 


Create performance expectations such as establishing new net 
revenue to the City, the number of jobs created/retained, 
provide the total combined investment in property, and set a 
timeline for project completion 


Establish annual reporting requirements to be placed on the 
Lansing Economic Development Corporation website for public 
viewing. 


Require the employment of Lansing residents, contractors, 
subcontractors, and suppliers, as reasonably as possible 


Outline all City incentives and all other Federal, State, or other 
incentives that will be part of the development package 


Require all employees, contractors, and subcontractors toreport 
all wage information to the City and pay all applicable income 
taxes 


Provide for the revocation of the incentive(s) if certain 
performance measures are not met
